It has come to the attention of the Applicant that the subject Product Label does not have the
"DANGER" Signal word as required with the Precautionary Statement heading.
The purpose of this submission is to re-establish the "DANGER" Signal Word on the Phoenix
Dichlor Granular Product Label.
